In April, an eight-member team 
visited the College and conducted 
a comprehensive evaluation of 
RCC. In accordance with the 
procedures of New England 
Association of Schools and 
Colleges, our accrediting agency, 
the Visiting Team developed an 
evaluation report and the College 
responded to that Report. The 
College's Self Study Report, the 
Visiting Team's Report on a 
Comprehensive Evaluation and 
the Institutional Response consti- 
tute the complete documentation 
of the re accreditation for RCC. 
The final stage of this process is 
the review by the Commission on 
Institutions of Higher Education 
of all these documents and render- 
ing a decision on the accrediting 
status of the College. That deci- 
sion is expected in Fall, 1995.

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Budget 

The College is pleased to 
announce that in spite of the 
several years of budget deficits 
in the past, the College ended 
FY'95 with a balanced budget. 
The College also has success- 
fully obtained an FY'96 
State Maintenance 
Appropriation of 
$7.9 million, an 
increase over the^ 
FY'95 amount of 
$7.7 million. 

In addition, the College received 
a $1 million State Appropriation 
for the Reggie Lewis Track and 
Athletic Center for FY'96, as 
opposed to $498,000 which 
was proposed earlier. 

In order to more effectively utilize 
the resources, budget requests 
from all cost centers have been 
developed and resource alloca- 
tions will be made in accordance 
with the institutional priorities. 

Budgeting process for FY'97 
will begin in Fall. We urge you 
to bring your comments and 
concerns to your cost center 
managers so that they can be 
adequately addressed. Comments

To Russia With Love 

Suffolk University calls when the Moscow Gogol 
Theatre arrives. American businessman calls interested 
in how to get a visa for a business trip to Russia. A 
visitor from Russia who needs a place to spend several 
nights calls. Many different organizations and people 
call Margaret Coleman, the director of Russian Ameri- 
can Cultural Center because the RACC is the only 
place where they can either find information about 
Russia or network. Margaret or Peggy, as she is called 
by her friends, tries to help everybody 

"It was very important to me to meet Margaret in 
April 1994," Larisa Krasovitskaya, an engineer from '' 
Kharkov, said. "I was so deeply depressed that I 
probably could not have survived my adjustment 
problems without Peggy. She was so friendly and 
helpful that I began to feel at home. " Yuriy Levin, 
accountant from Moscow, offers his help for Americans 
to learn Russian. Isyaslav Kligman, a painter from 
Odessa, who has come to the RACC for three years, 
brought a logo for the center which he painted. 

To meet this unusual woman today you should 
come to a small, old, and dilapidated house on Tyler 
Street in Boston's Chinatown. Soon after you ring the 
bell, a tall, and energetic woman opens the door. Her 
sincere smile encourages you and you feel like she is you 
old friend. 

Margaret Coleman has been working for over 
thirty years researching Russian-American economic 
and cultural relationships, particularly those occurred 
during the eighteenth and nineteenth century when 
these countries were important trading partners. "After 
the Revolutionary War, England became our enemy," 
Peggy said, "and who was our main trading partner? 
Americans built the first Russian railroad from Moscow 
to St. Petersburg. And maybe Americans wrote their 



first laws using a Russian goose quill." It's a chapter of 
American and Russian history that few are familiar with. 

When and why did Margaret Coleman become 
, interested in Russia and its connection to America? In 
1961, when the first space man, Yury Gagarin, went 
into orbit, the American government became obsessed 
with catching up with the Russians. It passed the 
National Defense Education Act and, at Indiana 
University, established programs to train nonmilitary 
Americans to know more about Russia. Peggy, who was 
an undergraduate at Smith College at that time, became 
part of the first group sent to Russia. 

She visited Russia eight times between 1961 and 
1994, when she took part at the International Scientific 
Conference in St. Petersburg. There she made a speech 
"Witnessing Russian History in America," and gave 
$500 to the Gachina palace. 

During her last visit Peggy had opportunity to 
research naval archives which were heretofore com- 
pletely closed to any American. "A foreigner's access to 
the culture is now unbelievable," she said. "I think it is 
more open society than it ever was." 

Margaret's main interest has always been in 
Russian people and in the history of American-Russian 
relationships. She became fascinated by documents 
which she found concerning Russian American trade in 
the 18th and 19th centuries. "I am very hopeful these 
countries will continue their trade and cultural connec- 
tions which have been so useful for both of them," she 
said. "Here, in Boston, their was a Russian consulate in 
1809, and the Russian Summer Consulate was located 
in Manchester, Mass, where I lived until the beginning 
ofWWI." 

The Russian-American connection is confirmed in 
many archive records some of which prove that Boston 
was the most involved in trade with Russia. In addition, 
Peggy has the record of Commander D.S. Vasilief, 
Naval Attache of the Russian Legation who, in 1910, 
spent a summer in Manchester, Mass. "I don't want 
everybody to leave Russia," Peggy said," I wish it to 
survive. What I really want to do is to help Russia to get 
back on its feet. "

As part of the College's efforts 
to improve institutional effective- 
ness, the Business Office has 
attracted new leadership profes- 
sionals, a senior manager as the 
Comptroller and a senior accoun- 
tant.

Spring '95, the College enrolled 
the total headcount of 2,960 
students. 2,294 are degree seek- 
ing students. By June, the College 
graduated 127 students. The 
forecast for the fall enrollment 
is likely to exceed 3,000 by 
headcount. 




$73 ,500 for RCC prep, a 
program designed to prepare 
members of the RCC area to 
simultaneously attain a GED 
and be able to enroll in college 
level courses upon admittance 
to the College.

Justice Program-Pollution 
Control, a grant designed to 
support course development in 
the environmental technology 
and to provide training as well.
